1. Information to follow is provided in response to 
Chief, Operations Support Branch request for Chief, Supply 
Management Branch (SMB) comments on the subject of reference. 

2 Review of SMB stock procurements for the calendar 
years of 1973, 1974 and thus far in 1975 indicates a ™mber 
of contradictory inflationary trends. For example « *>rice 

of paper clips increased 785 percent; the price 
folders went up 812 percent; and the price of a particular 
model of microfiche viewer decreased by 22 percent. Since 
these examples represent extremes, line items were selec 
at random from the property categories indicated below. Prices 
paid in 1973 were used to peg the different costs encountered 
in 1974 and thus far in 1975, with the following results.
